October will be interested to hear ot the 
Impending release ol Red Storm Rising. 
For, though the company involved this time 
is MIcroprose, both games are tiased on 
best-selling novels by gung-ho American 
author Tom Clancy and both, co incidentally, 
involve the adventures of nuclear sub- 
marines. In the Argus game, the sub in 
question was a defecting Russian vessel, 
here it's an Apple-pie American one 
charged with locating and destroying War- 
saw Pact enemies in a projected Woiid War 
III. Red Storm Rising features sonar, com- 
puterised databases and homing torpe- 
does. Sounds scrummy! 
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Though it may come as a surprise to some 
ol you youngsters, Emiyn Hughes wasn't 
always > cheeky wee Scouse talking head 
on your TV acreen. No, indeed our EmIyn 
was once a rather wonderful foolie player, 
whkh presumably Is why Audiogenic snap- 
ped up the rlghli to u»e Ms name on their 
new footliall game.
